"IN OUR LONG UNUSED BURY ING GROUND IN SORRENTO WHICH WAS FORMERLY A 
PART OF SULLIVAN, KNOWN AS WAUKEAG POINT, STANDS A MOSS GROWN PURPLE 
SLATE SHAFT WHICH BEARS THIS INSCRIPTION: 'CAPTAIN DANIEL SULLIVAN, 
BORN IN BERWICK, MAINE ABOUT 1738. ABOUT JUNE I4TH, 1765 DANIEL 
TOOK HIS BRIDE-TO=BE IN A CANOE FROM HERE TO STOCKTON SPRINGS, MAINE, 
IN ORDER TO HAVE A MAGISTRATE PERFORM THE CEREMONY, HIS BRIDE WAS 
ABIGAIL, DAUGHTER OF JOHN AND HANNAH BEAN, HE WAS COMMISSIONED 

4 CAPTAIN OF THE 2ND COMPANY SIXTH LINCOLN REGIMENT, JULY IITH, 1776,
